Diſcbarging Perſons to be brought from the Netherlands without Paſſes. 


3G ILLIAM and MARY by the Grace of GOD, Ring and Queen of Great-Britain, France and 
2 8 Ireland, Detenders of the Faith; To ä 
Macers of Our Privy Council, Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in 
that part, conjunctly and ſeverally, ſpecially Conſtitute, Greeting: Foraſmuch as , The Merchants 
and Skippers, and others Trafficking and paſſing berwixt this Our Antient Kingdom, and the Pro- 
vinces of the Netherlands Do preſume , to bring into this Kingdom , perſons Obnoxius to Our 
Laws, and notourly Diſaffected to Our Government: As alſo, Deſerters from Our Forces in the ſaid 
Parts,for Remeed whereof, We with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, Have thought fit, Here. 
by ſtrictiy to Prohibite and Diſcharge all Merchants, Maſters, Skippers, or Mates and Mariners, and Paſſengers, in any 
Ships; Barks, or Veſſels z To bring home into this Kingdom, or any of the Poris, or Coaſts thereof, any perſon or per- 
ſons from the ſaid Netherlands, unleſs they have Paſſes in manner tollowing, vg. Every one of the ſaids perſons not be- 
ing a Souldier, a Paſs from the Secretaries of this Kingdom, or their Deput attending Our Perſon in the ſaid Netherlands 
for the time; and every Souldier or other Perſon who have Served in Our Armies, a Paſs from the Colonel of the Regimene 
wherein they Served, or a Superiour Officer; which Paſſes are to be preſented to the Conſervator of the Priviledges of this 
Our Kingdom, Reſiding in the (aid Provinces, or his Deput in his abſence, who is to make a Lift of the ſaids perſons, hav- 
ing and producing their Paſſes, as-(aid is, and to deliver the ſame Subſcribed with his Hand, to the Maſter or Skipper of 
the Ship, for his Warrand, to bring home the perſons'named therein: As alſo, the ſaid Maſter or Skipper at his arrival 
within the River of Forth, or any Port or Creik thereot, ſhall, before he ſuffer any of the perſons contained in the ſaid 
Lift, to go a-ſhore out of his Veſlel, preſent the foreſaid Liſt to Our Adyocat or Sollicitet, at Bdinbsrgh for the time, or in 
their abſence, to one or other of the Lords of Our Privy Council, and receive his Order, for ſetting of the {aid perſons 
a-ſhorez And if the Veſſel ſhall arrive at any other Port, or Coaſt within the Kingdom, then the Skipper ſhall preſent his 
laid h iſt, to a Magiſtrar of the next Burgh-Royal, who ſhall be obliged either to take Caution of the perfons contained theres 
in, that they ſhall preſent themſelves, when called, by the Lords of Our Privy Council: Or at leaft, it they cannot find 
caution, they ſhall ena themſelves , both, under a reaſonable Penalty, to preſent themſelves, as (aid is: Which Bonds 
and Acts, the ſaid Magiſtrat, is to Tranſmit with all diligence, to the Clerks of Our Privy Council, within a fourthaight 
at fartheſt, after receiving of the ſame: And the ſaids Magiſtrats having taken the ſaids Bonds or Subſcriptions, ate then to | 
give Order tor the perſons coming 2. ſnore; Certifying the ſaid Merchants, Maſters, Skippers, Mates, Mariners, and Pa 
ſengers, and Magiſtrats above-mentioned, that if any. of them fail in the Premiſſes, they ſhall be lyable in the penalty of 
five Hundrech Merks Scots, each of them, toties, quoties, to be payed to Our Receiver- General, for Our uſe - And far 
ther, Requiring Our Solicitor, to uſe exact Diligence, to ſee thir Preſents execute, and the foreſaid Penalties, when incure 
red payed, Our Will is herefore, and We Charge you ſtraitly and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, 
ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Zdinburgh, and to the Mercat-Croſſes of the remanent Head- Zurghs of the ſeveral Shires 
within this Kingdom; and alſo to the ſeyeral Sea - ports Towns within the ſame, (and Appoints the Sheriffs of the ſeveral 
Shires. to ſee thir Preſents publiſhed at the ſeveral Sea-Towns within their reſpeRive Juriſdictions) and there, by open 
5 aan make publication of the Premiffes, that none pretend Ignorance. And Ordains thir Preſents to be Prins 
red,
